I beg leave to again draw the attention of 
the Department to the condition of the Water main at 
the Chapleau Indian School which ie a gravity feed and 
aparently is blocked to such an extent that it will only 
supply sufficent water to keep the expansion tank full under 
ordinary domestic conditions, and that when the Fire pump 
is used it will not supply sufficent to get the required

Where the stoppage in the pipe is we have been 
unable to locate and nothing has been tried since the

I beg leave to report that acting on your authority 
given in official letter #65=1 -of July 14th, I had the 
water supply pipe at the school dug up and had it cut and 
examined and when inspecting the whole stem I found it ina 
very bad state as there is no way of ol ing the pipe other 
than by opening it and reversing the pr’ ure from the fire 
pump driving the water and refuse back against the gravity 
pressure: First we tried to clean it by doing this but it would 
not work as the refuse in the pipe would not go back through 
the screen then we cut the pipe and blew it out through the 
opening and the filth composed of old leaves, grass, rotten wood 
and such 11 very bad and we were very lucky that there 
wae not an epidemic of sickness at the school from this water 
supply, there is aleo the matter of the shut off valv ich 
4s out of commission and there is no way of shutting off the 
water and we had much diffeculty in getting the pipe conn ted 
again with the water flowing but we managed to do so and the 
shut off valve ie siteuated out in the river and some six or 
eight feet under ter we could not remove it or shut it off. 


I have eecured a new 3" gate valve and am placing it 
back from the river and putting in a man hole large enovgh

Report on my visit of inspection to the 
Chapleau Agency on the 8th - 10th ultimo. 


x ne we x 


I visited the Chapleeu Residential School and 
found everything very satisfactory. The buildings and equip- 
ment are in good condition. The interior is tidy and spot- 
lessly clean. The pupils look happy and well cared for. 

Dr. Sheahan reports the health of the pupils excellent. 


My attention was drawn to the condition of the 
boiler room floor after flushing the boilers. There is no 
outlet for the water which has to be bailed out by hand after 
each flushing. The Government inspector complains that the 
boilers are not flushed frequently enough for safety. 225 
feet of tile is required to eliminate the condition, placing 
the tile can be done by the school. This is recommended.

I beg leave to report that the Intake pipe ee 
supplies water to the Chapleau Indian Residential si obi 
has broken apart, and that it will be necessary to have 
Diver and equipment to make the connection ghere being about 
ten feet of water over this intake pipe. 


There was diffeculty with this intake pipe in 1933 it 
became blocked allowing very little water to be secured 
through the pipe and on October 25th, 1933 the Lepartment 
sent Diver Leblance from Ottawa to make repairs and the 
repairs have been satisfactory since that time untill on 
July 26th, when having the Chapleau Fire Engine & Fire 
Department blow out the Intake pipe which they kindly do 
once a year & when raising the pipe to clean the foot 6valve 
the pipe came disconnected displacing the Tripod which holds 
the Pipe off the bed of the river, and now the pipe is 
lying on the bottom with no screening or foot valve on the 
open pipe to prevent sediment or dirt blocking the pipe and 
the siteuation is very dangerous as there is a great quantity 
of refuse floating in the river where the Intake lies.

The repeire carried out consisted 
mainly in the replacing of the three inch 
Slanges union at the intake pipe,which was lo- 
ented at a depth of ten feet in the lake ~ 
which had been broken. The work was performed 
as speedily as possible with the stance of 
Mr. Godfrey, the Indian Agent, and the Mngineer 
in charge of the heating, plumbing and water 
supply system at the School. 


The diving apparatus used was bor- 
vowed by us from the Federal Department of 
Public Works here and shipped to Chapleau and 
back feight.

From rough tests made as to flow through the 
pipe it would average about 1,000 é@llons per hour. The 
sehool contains up to a maximum of 100 pupils with pro- 
bably 15 teachers and helpers. There are baths, laundry, 
toilets, ete. Water is also Supplied to the barn for 
watering stoek snd to the Principal's residenee. From 
what I could learn the present Gapacity is capable of 
supplying maximum present needs for domestic purposes. 


I would point out that this water supply provides 
entirely inadequate fire protection. There is a special 
electric pump intended to be used for fire purposes which 
gan if necessary pump direct from the gravity pipe line. 
Further all the pumping equipment in the boiler room 
it might easily be rendered useless in ease of fire. 


The location of the source of supply of water is 
Considered the most suitable to obtein g00d water and if 
taken from the river on Indian lands i ery liable 
to be contaminated end is subj to mtemination. 


Future trouble ean be anticipated @specially 
where breaks have oceurred in the present galvanized pipe 
which is now practically worn out and in a short while 
will have to be replaced. I would suggest placing the 
proposed new pipe line farther away from the bank of river 
and the General Manager of the Power Company informed me 
there would be no objection to the proposed line about as 
indicated on the plen. It would appear desirable to obtain 
an easement from the Power Company to ley and maintain the 
pipe line. I would suggest replecing the pipe line by a 
Universal 4 ineh cast iron pipe loceted es shown on sketch 
or closer to the wing wall if the Power Company will admit, 
‘to avoid extra digging. ‘The cast iron pipe should not scale 
like the present pipe and should last conside bly longer 
end it is easy to instell. Yor a distance of about 300 feet 
from the leke the trench will have to be dug from 12 to 16 
feet and the remaining distance to a depth of approximately 
6t feet to be below frost.

The present machinery in the building could 
be used and transferred at very little expen There 
should also be a nearby outside hydrent. Shut-off valves 
should also be provided at intake and near the sehool.

We have now the report of Mr. McKnight who visited 
the above school and made an investigation into the water 
supely A copy of the Bipaeee report is attached to- 
gether with a blueprint plan showin, the present pipeline 
and the one which is BAonaacl It is noted that the exist- 
ing pipeline, although it supplies the present domestic 
needs, is filled in with scale and silt and is quite inade- 
quate for fire protection and will have to be replaced very 
soon. Breaks are cea ae apparently due to underground 
springs causing the earth to settle. There is further the 
danger of the electric pumps, which are in the boiler room 
section, being rendered useless through short circuiting.

I am in re pt of a list of supplies 


needed for general repairs at the St. Hohn's Indian 
Residential School, Chapleau, which 1 will attach. 


The Bed Springs and Mattresses are very 
badly needed, as at the present time they are held to- 
gether with wire and the centre of each bed is sagged 
away down, so that it is not ina good position for 
restful sleep. 


With regard to the Principle's residenge 
the outside shingles are finished, and it will have to 
be re-covered with something, I would recommend Insul- 
Bric siding, this has been found to be about the best 
type of outside finish in this part of the country, 
it keeps the place warm, saving fuel, and gives a 
permanent finish that does not need to be painted, 
due to the extremes of heat and cold paint does not 
last so long here as it would do in a milder part 
of the country, from the measurements given I would 
estimate that it would cost about $285.00 to cover 
the house with this material, this would include the 
skilled labour necessary to direst the applying. 


Repairs are also needed for the Fire Box 
of the Heating boiler, the fire was going and it was 
too hot to make a thorough examinat, when I was 
there last, but I could see that 6 of the Fire Brick 
had broken out, I will get a fuller report on this and 
senf@ to you as soon as possible.

In reply to your letters as above, with 
regard to the water supply system. 


The most economical and safe way to have 
this work done as far as 1 can see, would be to have 
the work started, that is the point of entering the 
dam and the line the Ere would take marked off by an 
Engineer of the Branch, then I could supervise the 
work until the line was laid to the school, at this 

point it would be advisable to have the engineer back 
to check the installation there. 


Mr. Mayo, the school engineer, is avail- 
able to help with this work, and will do all he can 
to help, some of the boys could help by filling in 
the trench, but I think we would need men to dig it, 
Indians are about the only labour available at the 
present time to do this, but I think I can get along 
by using them, also giving them some work will keep 
a mumber off relief.

Yesterday afternoon, February lst., the 
Principal of the above school called me on the tele- 
phone and advaésed that they had had a chimney fire, 
but that it apparently out. 


I requested him to keep a sharp look out 
around the chimney t e that it did not break out 
in any other place, and authorized him to get the chem- 
ielas necessary to recharge some of the fire extinguish- 
ers that had been used. 


About 6.30 p.m. I received another call 
from the school advising me that the fire had broken 
out around the chimney in the attic. 


I called the local fire brigade at once, 
and sent the fire truck with several of the firemen 
to th senenty and got the balance of the firemen down

in a couple of taxis, we arrived within ten minutes 
of the call going in with ali the equipment that might 
be needed. 
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On arrival we found that the fire had star- 
ted between the tie floor and the ceiléng of the 
ond storey, on two sid of the chimney, the schoo 
equipment was being used effectively by the taff on one 
side, but on examination found that the other side was 
the worst, it had been used as a store room, and when 
the goods were moved we found about ten feet aqare of 
the floor was burfiigg briskly. 


The Chapleau Fire brigade took over, and 
after cutting out the floor and being able to get the 
water in between the flor and ceiling, it was finally 

ti hed after about an hours work, they used the 
pment which worked very well except for o. 
length of hose which split and had to be éisconnected.

I left instructions to have an extra man 
stay on duty all fiight, and to ke em the hose conn- 
ected and ready for use, this was one, but no 
further fire developed. 


None of the children suffered “ i1iert- 
ects, they were orderly and under control the staff, 
who moved them outside, then later into one of the 
rooms that was dry, the older boys helped considerably 
and without any excitement. 


The Chapleau Volunteer F 
be commended for their prompt response 
the way in which they worked when they got to the 
school, in the opinion of both the Fire Chief and my- 
self another ten or fifteen minutes would probably 
have meant that the fire would have spread and got out 
of control entirely. 


I had made arrangements to leave here on 
Thursday,February 3rd., to escort a sick Indian, from 
Sudbury to Manitowani hospital, and had intendéd to 
go right through, but 1 will try to have Mr. Jopneton 
from Manitowaning meet me at Little Current, then I 
will be able to turn back from ther and will be in 
Chapleau again either on February Sth. or 6th. 


I visited the, school again soday, and left 
the school engineer to e up a list of material that 
411 be required.to repair the building, and J have 
0 asked a local contractor to do the same with an 
imate of the labour costs, when 1 return I will 
check the reports with ¥ own and advise you more 
fully fm as to repairs, 1 would estimate off hand 
that. the damage would amount to about $300.00.

After the fire I thoroughly examined the 
chimney, and there is no doubt that it needs to be 
rebui}t, the brick is of poor quality, and being of 
only single thickness constitutes a tire hazard any 
time that a fire is going in either the ccok stove 
or the bake ovens.

In reply to your letter as above, I had A 
thorough discussion on ns} matter with The Rev. kh. 


Vale on Saturday after h 17th. regarding it. 


He has kept accurate records of cost of 
keeping the hens and the value of the eggs and fowl prod- 
uced, on a monthly basis, and these were a great help in 
reaching a conclusion on the matter. 

Based on the 50 hens they have been in the 
habit of keeping, I find that the cost for feed, chicks 
etc., without any labour charge amounted to $124.62, and 
the value of eggs produced, at current monthly prices, 
was $150.13, plus about 150 lbs. of chicken and fowl used 
in place of meat to the value of $42.00. 

The present farm instructor is qualified 
to and has had enough experience to look after more, and 
on the basis that 200 hens would produce a sufficient numb- 
er eges, it is reasonable to assume that a saving as ‘ainst 
buying them, would be affected to the extent of about 5250.00. 

Along with this advantage, the boys would 
get more experience in looking after chitkens, but I doubt 

f this would benefit more than about 10% of the boys who 
did the work. 

Against the initdal cost and maintainence, 
which I would estimate at $2,500.00 with 5% for repairs 
etc.per year, can be placed the expected saving of $250 


The report as prepared by the Rdd Cross indic- 
ated a definite lack of eggs in the diet, and I was probably 
looking at the necessary objective, rather than at the best 
way to reach that goal. 


On a straight economic analysis, the expend- 
iture of so much capital, in view of the himited returns, 
is not sound, but is there any other alternative to ensure 
the provision of a more adequate diet. 


I have in mind now the matter of Children's 
Allowances, if the schools are to be paid all or”part of 
this as guardians of the children, then I think this will 
cover the all round expanded diet as recommended, and all 
schools should then be able to raise the standard of their 
meals to a point, that would compare favourably with one 
set out by the Branch as being adequate. 

As I see it School conditions in general will 
have to be drastically improved, to induce Indian parents to 
allow their dhildren to go to them, as each child going to 
school will mean the loss of the allowance , and this is 
going to appear as a very large sacrifice to the Indians.

School, and attached is a copy of his report which 
explains itself. 


On receipt of this report, I requested

to bring it up to standard. 


Attached also is a copy of that quotation 
in the amount of $725.40. The price appears high to 
me, but we are in.the unfortunate position of not 
having any local competition. It is possible that 
we might get someone from Sudbury to do the work 
but it is hardly likely that they would be able to 
come to Chapleau just for an examination and to be 
able to quote a price on the work. 


I think the work should be done as soon 
as possible and would reccomend that, if it is not 
possible to get any other contractor for the job, 
the enclosed tender be accepted, as it is most imp- 
ortant to my mind to have the electric wiring

The first was the installation of a new 
water main to the schoolthe cost of which was well over 
one thousand dollars, over a period of five years all 
the old beds were replaced at a cost of about $1,750.00, 
after the fire in 1944 about $1,000 was spent in repairs 
and improvements, a new chimney was built at a cost of 
$1,286.00 and last year the electric wiring was all 
brought up to standard at a cost of 650.00, a little 
of this remains to be done as soon as the materials 
are available.

I accompanied the Bishop when he went /through 
the School, which is being reorganized at the present time 
under a new principal. One of the things pointed out 
by the staff was the very awkward layout in the upstairs 
clothing storage rooms. 


There are two narrow rooms with a very high 
ceilingsand the shelves for storage start about five 
feet from the floor, and it is necessary for the staff 


to use a stepladder almost continually when putting 

away or getting out clean clothing for the children, 

It was suggested that if the shelves on one side were 
started fpom the floor and built up, and oh the other side 
a piece of pipe hung underneath the present shelving so 
that clothing could be hung on hangers, it would be much 
easier to handle the clothing. This applies to both the 
boys anf the girls storage cloak rooms. 


With regard to the beds, the staff are using 
the same springs and mattresses as were got for the 
children, and although they are strong enough for a 
child, they are not strong enough to make a comfortable 
bed for an adult. I think that the beds themselves 
are allright but would agree that better quali springs 
and mattresses are needed for the staff. I wo 
recommend that, if it is possible, twelve 3'3" size 
and two 4'6" siz slat springs and spring filled mattresses 
to mateh the above springs be purchased.

We did not get all the buildings completed 
on the Constance Lake Reserve that we had anticipate 
Eight were finished and are now occupied. Six others 
are all finished outside ant the majority of the inside 
work done, and it will not take long to complete these 
when we start operations next summer. 


The new roof was completed on the Chapleau 
School in the early part of the quarter, and a new stove 
is here and will be installed in the next week or so. 
Alterations were made in the storage rooms. In general 
I would say that the atmosphere ground the school and 
the morale of t® children is considerably improved 
under the new principal. In connection with this school 
I think the next thing t ought to be done is the 
replacement of the tabl nches used in the dining 
room. As reported before, the have all been in use since 
the school was opened, and, as the tops are of wood 
covered with battleship linoleum, during the course of 
time, due to the linoleum breaking or the edges open- 
ing, 4 certain amount of water has seeped undeeneath, 
which creates both an offensive odor and a breeding place 
for worms under the cover. the condition of these 
tables was noted by “r. Arneil last year, and, while 
I fully aware that a considerable amount of money 
hi been spent this year and the available funds are apt 
to be getting low, 1 would still recommend that a serious 
effort be made either to secure enough tables,etc., 
from discarded military equipment or enough money be 
provided to have them built locally. 


Application has been ede for an educational 
trapping license in the name of the principal of the 
school, so that the older voys oan be taught how to 


trap and properly dress the pelts. ‘he township of 
Chapleau has been reserved for this purpose. 


On the Coristance Lake xeserve,near the school, 
the underbrush and most of the trees have been removed 
to eliminate fire hazard to the séhool and other buildings.

Apart to the loss of tools and damage to the 
LA wiring there was not much damage, we will have to build 
another door and frame to replace the one that was burnt, 
and replace the electrical equipment that was damaged or 
destroyed. : 


This fire in the furnace room brings up a 
matter that was discussed some considerabée time ago 
namely the danger of having the fire pump in the building 
where it could be rendered useless by a power breakdown, 
when the new water main was installed in 1941 provision 
was made by leaving a shut off valve outside the school 
so that the pump could be moved outside, and another 
small building erected to house it, and I think that it 
would be advisable to have this done as soun as possible. 


When I arrived with the local fire brigade I 
found that the school staff had everything well in hand, 
the children outside in good order and all the staff 
quite calm and doing anything that could be done to 
contain the fire, and I would say that this saved the 
whole building. 


Please advsie if you desire to have the accounts 
for repairs to the wiring etc. put through during the 
present fiscal year or hold until 1947-48, I would also 
recommedd that the doors leading from the furnace room 
be fireproofed by being covered with galvanised iron.

I have to report that we had a small 
fire in the “hapleau Residential School yes erday after- 


noon about 4 peMm. 


The fire occurred in the furnace 
room in the basement of the school, destry ng @ cupboard 
whitch contained a quantity of tools, the door leading up 
to the passage way between the kitchen and laundry, and 


some of the electic wiring. 


“he fire was first noticed by the engin- 
eer who immediately got some of the fire hose with which 
the school is equipped working, whilst the children were 
peing led out * of the building by the members of the 

by the time the local fire brigade got down the 
fire was almost out and it was only necessary for them 
to use some of their portable equipment to ensure that 
the fire was dead between the walis. 


It would appear that the fire was due to 
some electrical defect, as the motor for the pump was 
burnt out, one fuse box was entirely destroyed and anoth- 
er one damaged, as the wiring had been very recently 
brought up to standard and examined by the Hydro inspect- 
or I thought it advisable to have him come up as soon as 
possible to investigate and if possible find the reason 
for future protection, I called him by long distance at 
Sault Ste. Marie but he is not able to come here tntil 
some time in “pril, however I am holding the motor, along 
with the damaged fuse boxes and other equipment for his 


inspection. 

in the meantime I have authorized the only 
available electrician, from Collins Stores Ltd., to make 
Rr repairs are necessary to get light and power going 
again.

1s to the drain below and unsightly ho have 


been left. The so-called bo: Pp. floor has been so 
badly broken that it is really beyond description. The dining 
room has been given new tables recently which have come from 
some army cemp and are not ideal but are a tremendous advance 
on the terrible tables formerly used. The benches, however, are 
beyond repair and the same condition prevails in the sewing room 
where the tables and benches are altogether unfit for use. 


The Agent tells me that his repeated requests have 
been refused and that only a small item has been placed in the 
appropriation for the current year which will probably provide 
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floor cover: for the basement rooms. My final impress 
is that this building ought not to be used until very consider- 
able changes have been effected. I tremble to think of the 
effect that would be produced upon the members of the present 
Parliamentary Committee if they should visit this school in its 
present state and do not feel that we should be left in the 
rit of taking the blame for what is really not our responsi- 
ys 


Our Principal is rest to do whet is possible during 
the summer months with the ted hel, ailable to brighten uP 
parts of the building with paint if this is supplied, but I fee 
that when a sehool is so badly run down it calls for nothing 
less than a complete renewal, and this is altogether beyond our 
capacity.

hat this building is now in worse condition than any 
stered by our Churoh.

Dear Colonel Neary: Re: Refrigeration, Chapleau School 

This morning in your office we discussed refrigera- 
tion and I mentioned that, as a result of a recent farm report 
indicating that milk had spoiled, I had written for a report 
on the refrigeration facilities there. The place in question 
was Chapleau and when I returned to my office I found the 
undermentioned report, dated lst October, from the Principal 
of that school. 


"During August when we had only a few children, there 
Was more milk than we could use and we arranged for the 


“This matter has n under discussion with the Dept. and 
the local Agent over the past two yea: but so far there 
has been no action in the matter. Inspector Ar 

here during the summer and when I took him to 

frigeration plant, his only comment was "disgusting." 

And it was, but that is what we have had to use to keep 
our food and milk. It consisted of two old ice boxes that 
were in such poor condition that the water from the melt- 
ing ice ran down into the milk and food and then through 
onto the floor of the dairy. That was bad enough but tho' 
we packed sufficient ice last winter to last us the summer, 
the old ice hou is in such bad condition that half of 
it melted and ‘ore the end of August we had no ice rt.

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"In one day not long ago I had to throw out some 50 lbs. 
of weat and all the mornings milk as it had all spoiled. 
The agent here has repeatedly asked for all these things."

"None of the above caused any serious trouble but it 
is very disturbing to everyone who knows the danger. 


“What chance would anybody have to escape in case of 
fire? The entire building except the upper part of the walls of 
the rooms and hall are of wood or other combustible material 
and once fire arted it would spread rapidly. The stdir wells 
extend from the basement to the attic and would make a natural 
chimney. The fi that we had demonstrated the rapidity with 
which smoke ofafire would rush up the stairs and fill the build- 
ing. The connecting main hall would give added draft and would 
effectively seal off both ways of escape in a matter of minutes. 
We actually saw how the smoke did fill the whole building to a 
point where it was almost impassable even in the middle of the 
day. 


"What of the fire escapes? There is a steel stairway 
from each of the junior dormitories. This is a stair about 50" 
wide built close to the eaves of the building so that every snow 
during the ateees melts and forms a load of ice on the fire es- 
cape. On the boys’ side there is also a section of roof to 
climb over that would be a very long step for a man; this is a 
metal roof and in winter is very slippery ‘so that the only way 
to get the smaller boys over it is for an adult to stand by and 
shove them over. On each side of the building are the senior 
dormitories which have 20 pupils each, and their only access to 
a fire escape is out into the hallway, then through the w. 
room and the junior dormitory, or down the hall past the head 
of the stairs and into the junior dormitory. Either of these 
routes could very rapidly become impossible through smoke or 
flames. One staff member would have to cross the hall while two 
would have to pass the length of the hall and across the head 
of the stairs. On the boys' side there would still be several 
people on the next floor that would have to get down the stairs 
and out by the boys' escape. The boys' fire escape has been con- 
demned by the Agent as entirely unsafe but, until such time as 
new construction of cottages removes the necessity of using 
this part of the building, we have no other accommodation. As 
I see the situation, there is a possibility that, if a fire had 
a few minutes start, some forty children and six or eight staff 
members would be trapped without access to fire escapes some 
25 feet above the ground and beyond the reach of any ladders we 
are able to get here. I do not know if there is much we can do 
to improve matters unless it is the erecting of additional

Within the last couple of days reports on condi-~ 
tions at Chapleau have been received from the Principal and, 
although undoubtedly the items mentioned will be considered 
for inclusion in your Departmental Estimates 1948/49, I feel 
that some of them particularly should be brought to your ate 
tention without delay in the hope that it may be possible to 
relieve the situation in some respects by appropriations of 
the current year. I eam quoting at length from the Principal’ 
reports in order to give you as many particulars as possible: 


EIRE HAZARD 


"I feel it is my duty to again draw attention to the 
fire dangers of our school as we approach the winter season 
with all its hazards of fire. 


‘Last March we had one small fire that has caused us 
to do some deep thinking on the real danger that exists both 
to the building and to the lives of all those who are living 
there. ‘That fire appears to have been caused by a defect in 
the electric wiring and, if so, could have ocourred at any time 
of day and in any part of the building. It could happen again. 


"During the past three months we have had three 
shorts in our electric system as follows: 


(a) The sewing room light shorted and would not 
switch off so we had to remove the fuse from 
that corner of the building for a week until 
we were able to locate the short.

In reply to your letter as above regarding 
rogress made to provide living accomodation for the 
he +h clea and the Engineer at the Chapleau Resident- 
al School. 


To date all the necessary logs have been hauled 


to the site, enough rough lumber and gyproc has been purchased 


in sufficient quantity for both cottages. The walls of 
one cottage and most of the rafters have been erected, 
but at the present rate it would not be finished before 
the weather turns too cold, as both men are busy at this 
time of year. 


They have tried hard to achieve their objective, 
but have to acknowledge now that it is a physical 
impossibility. Therefore, I have secured th rvices 
of William Moore, an Indian who is a competent carpenter, 
to assist for a couple of weeks, which should ensure the 
completion of one cottage for use this winter. I might 
add that the water has been laid from the school to the 
vicinity of the cottages.

At Noon on Mar. 2nd a fire was reported at the 
above school and I went down immediatly with the Chapleau 
Fire Brigade. 


On arrival we found that it had been extinguished 
by the school staff. The outbreak consisted of a fire 
on the outside of the building just above the stone 
foundation. The floor inside was quite hot and the 
walls were warm. Part of the cement trim and some stucco 
had been pulled off to gut at the seat of the fire, and, 
to insure that there was no fire in the walls and 
between the floors, small ar in theceiling of the 
basement storeroom was pulled off. 


CANADA 


There are no electric wires, stove pipes or 
chimneys at the location of the fire, and, after a careful 
examination by the chief of the local Fire Brigade and 
myself, we arrived at the conclusion that it had been 
caused by a spark from the jaundry chimney dropping down 
into a very narrow crack, where the cement had been 
forced away from the building by the action of frost. 
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As the wall was broken through, and to prevent 
any danger of frozen pipes, I had a carpenter go down at 
once to make the necessary repairs. The total amount 
of damage would be between $25.00 and $50.00. here appeared 
to be no doubt that the fire was purely accidental, and 
the school staff did well to kill it before it had the 
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opportunity to spread. ps

This office letter of 3rd October, 1947, to you submitting ser- 
vices for inclusion in your 1948-49 Estimates in respect of the above- 
mentioned school contained a lengthy extract from the Principal's report 
on the fire hazards and lack of fire escapes there.

“When we arrived back from the station we found everything in 
excitement as the building was on fire from the chimney, It 
was not anything serious from a damage point of view but as it 
ie the second time we have had a fire start in less than a 
year, I wish to again emphasize the fire hazard that we have 
here and refer to the report I put in last October;briefly, 
that in case of a fire getting a head start during the nigh’ 
half of the occupants of the building, both staff and ehil 2 
would be trapped some 30 feet from the ground without any means 
of escape. This the third time a fire has started from 
reasons beyond our control, which @ most disturbing situation 
for those who live in the building especially, 
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"We can be again most thankful that the present fire occurred 
during the day time and was quickly extinguished. The conduct 
of all was splendid and the action of Mr, McNeill and the boys 
in bringing the fire fighting equipment into action received 
high commendation from the town fire department."

On receipt of the above letter I arranged 
to make a quick trip to Chapleau. I knew that Mr. Whitney 
wes away at the Mattagami reserve but as I am expecting 
to leave for the western part of the region on Sept. 20th, 
I could not delay. Mr. Watt of The V.L.A. who has his 
headquerters here had received a similar letter, Inasmuch 
as he had been resent when the initial appraisal was made 
we decided to go together. 


We found thet the letter from Mr. Gionet was 
entirely contrary to the facts, All plumbing fixtures, 
sinks, toilets etc. were exactly as they were when the 
appraisel wes wade. None of them had been removed since 
the school closed. We found that four electric receptacle 
boxes, wall type, had been removed at some time. Mr. Watt 
advised me thet they had been missing at the t. of the 
eppraiseal, There were very few electric light fixtures 
in use when the building was occupied. These still remained, 
the balance of the lighting was from plein drop cords. 


The only door missing was the screen door 
from the front of the building. This is in use at the cottage 
occupied by the watchman, There sre several more windows 
broken which can be attributed to normal wear end tear. 
In almost every case of a broken window we found the 
carcesses of one or more birds on the floor. Undoubtedly 
they were the cause of the damage. 


I suppose that Mr. Gionet is anxious to 
have the deal closed as quickly as possible. He did not 
mention the one thing that is causing and will soon be responsible 
for more damage to the fabric of the building. The roof is 
leeking in a couple of places and water has dripped through 
the ceilings to the basement. 
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. There was no evidence of any material having been 
removed, I would say thet the watchman has done a good 
Job. All doors except the front are nailed securely. Some 
water was coming into the basement from the water main, 


I showed him where it could be shut off before it reached 
, the school, 


Personally I am of the opinion that quoting the 
upset price in the advertisement militated ageinst a 
larger number of bids. People thought that this was the 
minimum that would be acceptable. If the tender of Mr. 
Gionet is the only one received I would Suggest that it be 
readvertised omitting the apset price, and that the 
highest tender received be accepted wit 


hout delay. 


The location of the property tends to reduce its 
value. It is costing $40 per month to protect it sgainst 
pilfering, therefore should be disposed of w3 quickly as 
possible. The watchman complained about the amount he 
was receiving. I had to sgree that it is very meagre 
considering that he has to be around the place at all 
times. He cannot do any other work, When the school wes 
in operation he received most of his meals there. His 
Salary should be increased by about $15.00 per montn to 


ensure proper protection for the buildings until they sre 
disposed of,

\ day- In view of the contents 6f the attac’ letter from 
Mr. Nicholas Gionet, an immediate inspection of the school 
was made by myself. 


\ The information concerning vandalism con- 
tained in paragraphs 2 and 3 of Mr. Gionet’s letter, afe 
entirely fa Witheregard to electrical fixtures; se~ 
veral sets of electrical plugs had been removed from 
this building by unauthorized persons during it 1948, 
before the w: cohman was employed. Since that t: no 
electrical fixtures have been removed from the building. 
All switches, pluges ceiling fixtures, drpp cords etc. 
are still in place and could be put into immediate use, 

by reconnecting the service with the powerline. 


Regarding the plumbing fixtures; the only 

Pee fixtures which have been removdd from the buil- 
ing were the sinks and washing machines, dryer etc. 
from the school laundry ich were removed by Rev. Craw- 
ley before the school el ed and were shipped to an Ine 
dian Residential School out west. At present in the 
building, there are 5 complete bathroom outfits in good 
weresae order, six seperate bath tubs, 20 wash basing, 

6 utility sinks and 6 toilets. All of this equipment 
could be put into immediate use by tmrning on the water 
in the building. I would like to point out here, that 
at my request, the caretaker Mr. uney, bailed out and 
drained all these plumbing fixtures in the fall of 1948 
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to insure that there would be no water left in the traps 
that might freeze and split any of the uipment. 


Regarding the windows at the school. I 
would ventiire to say that SO panes of glass of various 
sizes would complete repairs on all the windows in thie 
building. Most of thw windows cracked or broken wer 
in this condition when the school was closed. would 
gay that there have been less that a doaen panes of glass 
broken in this building, during the past year. This in 
itself is remarkable, as the school is more than a mile 
from town and the surroundings are vonvenient play spots 
for children of this locality. 


Concerning the outside walls of the buil- 
ding. These walls are in essentially the same condition 
to-day, as they were at the time of the closing of the 
school. There are quite a few cracks in the outside 
stucco coat and in two or three places some pieces of 
this stucco have fallen away completly. 


I might say that no one from Chapleau or 
anywhere else that I know of, have been to Mr. Kinney 
with the story that they had authority to remove anything 
from the building, and since Mr. Kinney took over, I can 
find no trace of any fixtures, plumbing, glass doors etc. 
having been removed. The only glase doors removed from 
the school, were taken in August 1948 before Mr. Kinney 
took over as watchman. In fact it was because of this, 
along with removal of a few electric plugs, that this 
office requested a caretaker. 
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I feel that having had a caretaker in 
this building for the past year, has not been a waste 
of money. There is no change in the condition of this 
building or its contents, since it was valued this summer.

In the visiting of the, sites I was accom 
panied by both the School Principal and the Indian Agent, 
who agree with me in the approval of this site, although 
the Principal expressed a preference for the bang across 
the river and nearer the town, providing the restrictions 


with respect to barn and stables had not been incorporated 


in their offer, nie“rdason being, accessibility of site 


to schools and churches in the town. The Agent, however, 
agrees with me in the opinion that the site recommended 
as the most satisfactory for your consideration is undoubt- 
edly the most suitable for the purpose, 

As the land is owned by the crown and ite 
reported value ia 50¢ per acre, the cost of the site is 
@ comparatively reasonable one. 

It has been suggested that the site of the 
present building might be utilized by the Corporation of

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This site is situated about one mile from 
the town of Chapleau on the fast side of the river, 
and has a frontage thereon extending the full length 
of the two lote. The land is considerably diversified, 
but, generally free from stone, and will, after clearing 
a considerable portion, make valuable farm land suitable for 
all agricultural purposes, particularly hay and root crops. 
Other portions are higher land, and possess all of the re- 
quirements for a good school site, admitting of excellebt 
drainage facilities, and an abundance of water can be had, 
dither from the river or in sinking a well near the school. 
The site to a great extent is free from rock, and 
while the soil is light and of a sandy nature, and may 
prove unproductive for agricultural purposes in places, the 


poor land can be utilized as wood lots for fuel puspeeee,

This site is within a very short distance of the 


Electric Light Company's power line, and there is no doubt 
but satisfactory arrangements can be entered into with this 
Gompany for the necessary energy required for the lighting 
of the buildinge and operating their machinery . 

In comnection with thie site it will be necessary 
to build about one mile of roadway, connecting with road 


beading to the present building, near the bridge recently 
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erected by the Department for crossing the river there. 
The estimated cost of this road will be about $300.00. 


It will also be necessary to clear some of the tand which 
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ie now covered with bush, probably 25 or 30 acres at about 
$20.00 per acre, which would be partly offset by the value 
of the wood obtained in the clearing.

I beg to report at I have again thorough- 
ly examined the present site of the Chapleau Indian 
Boarding School with a view of locating a suitable 
site for the proposed new building thereon, and am 
of the opinion that there is no land suitable for 
this purpose on this lot. 

As soon as I had determined this, I examined 
all of the available sites within a reasonable distance 
of Chapleau, and while several have more or less desir- 
able features as a school site, notably one immediately 
North of and across the river from the town, where ex- 
Mayor Nicholson would grant six acres for a school site 
for a small consideration ($490), in addition to 4+ 
acres a short distance therefrom, at the nominal cost 
of surveys and transfer ($300), but, as there are cer~ 


tain restrictions regarding the building of barn or etable

I beg to inform you that the Repartment 
ie acquiring lote number 1 and 2, concession 4, and
